ZYMOTIC  DISEASES. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Of  this  disease  there  were  12  cases, 
which  is  8  more  than  last  year.  They  were  all  with  more 
or  less  certainty  traced  to  Wolverhampton  as  the  source  of 
infection.  They  were  all  solitary  cases,  and  by  immediate 
isolation,  and  9  being  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital, 
there  was  no  further  spread  of  the  disease  from  them. 

Diphtheria. — There  were  4  cases,  all  occuring  in 
the  Wombourn  District;  2  in  Upper  Penn,  1  Lower  Penn, 
1  Bradmore. 


Typhoid  Fever. — 3  cases  have  occurred,  1  in  Tetten- 
hall,  2  in  Wombourn.  Of  these  cases,  1  was  doubtful,  and 
the  other  was  imported. 

Measles. — There  were  outbreaks  in  each  district, 
resulting  in  4  deaths.  If  this  disease  were  included  among 
the  notifiable  complaints,  it  would  doubtless  save  many  lives. 


Influenza,  from  which  there  were  11  deaths 
registered,  was  very  prevalent  in  the  early  months,  since 
when  it  has  been  less  so  than  ever  since  its  first  appearance 
in  this  country. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  NOTIFICATION  ACT. 
There  have  been  only  28  cases  this  year,  less  than 
any  year  since  the  Act  was  adopted,  as  will  be  seen  below  ; 
the  average  for  ten  years  being  62.

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BRATCH  ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

Nine  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  removed  to  this 
Institution.  One  case,  very  severe  from  the  first,  proved 
fatal.  This  Institution  continues  to  gather  favour,  most  of 
the  cases  being  sent  in  as  a  matter  of  course,  and  many  of 
the  patients  do  not  wish  to  be  sent  home,  and  even  would 
like  to  come  back  long  after.  The  Hospital  had  been  empty 
nearly  twelve  months  last  June. 

Small  Pox.— Again  I  call  your  attention  to  the  fact 
that  you  have  made  no  provision  whatever  for  this  disease  ; 
nor  have  I  had  any  instructions  should  cases  occur. 

The  new  Vaccination  Act  works  more  and  more 
smoothly,  and  results  in  more  efficient  Vaccination  than 
under  the  old  Act,  but  to  exactly  what  degree  further  time 
will  be  required  to  show.

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Water  Supply. — Tap  water  has  been  supplied  to  16 
houses,  principally  in  Penn.  25  samples  of  water  have  been 
analysed,  of  which  14  have  been  found  polluted.  Out  of  17 
samples  from  the  neighbourhood  of  Smestow,  only  7  were 
passed,  and  they  were  questionable,  so  that  it  is  absolutely 
necessary  for  pure  water  to  be  supplied  at  once.  In  Kinver 
the  inhabitants  dare  not  use  their  own  wells  in  numerous 
cases,  and  when  their  neighbours  water,  that  they  do  use,  is 
analysed,  it  is  generally  proved  to  be  polluted. 

Drainage. — There  have  been  266  yards  of  drainage  laid 
down  in  the  Parishes  of  Penn,  Wombourn  and  Codsall,  and 
various  extra  traps  inserted  elsewhere.  Ventilating  shafts 
have  been  placed  in  Penn  Fields  and  Wombourn,  but  more 
are  required.  I  regret  no  system  of  drainage  has  yet  been 
adopted  at  Kinver  (a  rising  pleasure  resort)  where  it  is  so 
badly  needed.  Should  an  epidemic— say  of  typhoid — once 
start,  I  fear  it  would  spread  rapidly  all  over  the  village. 
I  feel  sure  a  satisfactory  scheme  could  be  carried  out  at  a 
small  cost. 

The  Autherley  Lane  drainage,  which  your  Inspector 
carried  out,  and  which  cost  so  little,  acts  exceedingly  well. 
It  drains  nearly  100  houses,  and  could,  probably,  answer  for 
two  or  three  times  that  number. 

Nuisances. — The  adoption  of  emptying  privies  by 
contract,  in  the  Penn  Parish  has  been  a  great  step  in  the 
right  direction,  and  should  certainly  be  adopted  in  the  other 
populous  districts,  more  especially  in  Kinver  and  Wombourn, 
where  so  many  nuisances  occur  of  this  nature. 

Last  year  I  called  your  attention  to  the  shocking 
state  of  Victoria  Road,  Bradmore,  as  well  as  others.  I  am 
delighted  to  say  it  has  been  transformed  from  a  fever-breed¬ 
ing  slough  into  an  excellent  road.  I  hope  you  will  at  once 
take  up  others  with  equally  good  results,  especially  Star 
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Street,  Bradmore,  the  cross  road  in  Merry  Hill,  ( now  with  a 
Mission  Chapel  in  it)  and  Upper  Swan  Bank,  all  of  which 
are  in  a  shocking  condition. 

Arsenic  in  Beer,  I  believe,  has  not  affected  yonr 
district  at  all,  though  there  were  nearly  700  cases  of  poisoning 
in  the  county  by  the  first  week  or  so  of  January,  1901.
